But we must not visualize war- 
fare in stereotyped pictures. Trench 
fighting is but one phase of it, In- 
stead of recalling the Western 
Front as the burial ground, of 
cavalry let us shift the scene to 
Palestine. Never was. cavalry em- 
ployed to mare telling advantage. 
Indeed, it’is true to say that the 


fantry in that campaign has been 
unfairly overshadowed by the spec- 
tacular feats ofythe mounted arm.
